tain details, which, I think, will not 
lie w ithout interest to the public at 
home. 
They are as follow s: 


For years (thirty or m ore) there has 
existed in the governm ent at Ca ro a 
certain Sheik M ahmoud, chief clerk to 
the various governors. 
This man is 
most corrupt, a r fu l, unscrupulous, 
the ruin of many fam ilies, extorting 
gold from all persons who cam e to tho 
governm ent to obtain grants, em ploy­ 
ments, etc., also from heads or sheikhs 
of guilds in consideration of their ap­ 
pointm ent as such. 
I here has existed in Cairo also an­ 
other m an of the sam e calilier, named 
Ahmed M ounib— for m any years iii 
governm ent em ploy, and in the new 
reorganization of polieo (Ump. Mr. 
Clifford Lloyd) adm itted as a maotui 
or chief of a police district in Cairo. 
This man is also well 
known as un­ 
scrupulous and corrupt 
To 
these 
may be added Said Mahomed, chief of 
the Ca ro tiro brigade, and one or two 
others. 
These formed a society which 
could not easily be overcom e by tho 
merchants, traders, 
etc., and, 
with 
the Sheik 
Mahmoud at the govern­ 
ment to influence the governors, 
and 
with the oilier mem bers of tho coterie 
in the districts, these persons, som e of 
them 
pow erfully protected by high 
officials, wore well nigh 
invincible, 
and Cairo (the ordinar. inhabitants) 
stood in aw e of them accordingly, as 
it was w ell known they would stick at 
nothing. 
Form erlv 
also 
thoro 
existed as 
writer in the lio n vcrnoral one M ahom­ 
ed Effendi Ibrahim, who, being with 
Sheik M ahmoud, had am ple m eans of 
observing 
his 
corrupt 
practices, 
lh eso two quarreled eventually. 
By 
the sheik's influence M ahomed Ibra­ 
him was turned out of his em ploy­ 
m ent, and became a ruined man, even 
persecuted still by Sheik Mahmoud. 


But, unable to enduro this persecu­ 
tion, after a time Mahomed Ibrahim 
w ent to ( apt. Fenwick, 
com m and­ 
ant of police, and preferred his com ­ 
plaint, and said that he could 
prove I 
that Hie finance departm ent had been ; 
unw ittingly paying pensions up to the I 
present day to throe women who had 
died fifteen years ago, and

Seeing now that the affair was 
in tho hands of an 
Knglishm au, that 
Mahomed Ibrahim hail made good his 
case, anti know ing that he could prove 
oilier tilings, 
these 
w orthies—Sheik 
Mahmoud, etc., saw but one course— 
that is, to poison tho old man, who, 
feeling his life to bo in danger, again 
appealed to tho police, 
and at the 
sam e time telegraphed to his highness 
the khedive, who was pleased 
to or­ 
der that he should be protected. 
A 
police agent was accordingly 
placed 
with Mahomet! Ibrahim 
and accom ­ 
panied him for several days. 
In a lit, 
however, of overconfidence, 
M ahom ­ 
ed Ibrahim, atter noting to som e of 
tho inhabitants of his district that he 
had been invited by Shiek 
M ahmoud 
to dine, 
nom inally to arrange tile r 
difference, dism issed his police agent, 
aud went off by him self 
to the sheik’s 
house. 
It appears, 
however, that he 
was sent on from thence, 
being told 
apparently that the sheik was not at 
home, to the police caracol of Darb 
el-Ahmar, Cairo, where 
was Ahmed 
M ounib, another of the coterie. 
Here 
he was given by Ahmed Mounib som e 
, sherbet out of a bowl, w hile several 
persons 
assem bled 
drank 
out 
of 
glasses. 
It was supposed that the 
old man, however careful he 
m ight 
have 
been as to what 
he ate and 
drank in Sheik M ahm oud's house, had 
no fear in accepting what 
was given 
at this place. (Sheik 
Mahmoud and 
Mounib were most intim ate friends.) 
After drinking the sherl»et he 
stayed 
ten m inutes and then felt so ill that he 
had to go. 
He began vom iting, 
was 
found on the road by a black, 
who 
helped him hom o,sw earing as he went 
that he would be revenged. 
He told 
his case to several persons. 
He con ­ 
tinued in his house for about 
three 
days vom iting 
terribly at 
intervals, 
and finally died. 
Ahmed 
Mounib 
showed him self 
much interested in tho m edical certifi­ 
cate, and, as police officer of the dis­ 
trict, reported a death with suspicion 
of foul play to Capt. Fenwick in his 
m orning's report, as in duty bound, 
under pain of dism issal. 
At 
once 
Capt. 
Fenw ick’s 
suspicions 
were 
aroused. 
He sent and 
arrested all 
persons who m ight In any w ay bo ac­ 
quainted with any details, exam ined 
thorn all in his own private room, and 
away from any pressure which m ight 
be brought to bear on them, wrote out 
tho evidence which, if w anting in som e 
little details was sufficient to leave no 
m oral doubt of the foul play on tho 
part of tho men now accused; arrest­ 
ed M ounib and others 
believed to be 
im plicated, and sent tho evidence to 
the native tribunal. 
At first these au­ 
thorities took up tho case with great 
fervor and enthusiasm , nor, indeed, 
could they do otherw ise, for the ev i­ 
dence taken by ('apt. Fenwick forced 
the m atter on 
their attention. 
They 
arrested Sheik Mahmoud. 
The intes­ 
tines of M ahomed Ibrahim were e x ­ 
am ined 
and found 
full of arsenic. 
Then camo into play tho curse of 
E gyp t—viz.: protection in high places. 


Many of tho E gyytians 
(excep t the 
low er classes, who were delighted at 
the fall of *Sheik M ahmoud, regarded 
aud still regard the affair as an E ng­ 
lish intrigue against Egyptian officials, 
in order to prove that 
the latter are 
corrupt, untrustw orthy, and m ust lie 
replaced by Englishm en. 
This feeling 
aud also (it is more

Dear Old Jumbo. 
Sinco the death 
of Jum bo various 
statem ents have been published as to 
the exact stature of that giant eel- 
pliant. 
The figures range from eleven 
feet to eleven feet and a half, but 
whether tho height given 
is that at 
the .‘-houlder docs not appear. 
If 
Jum bo was eleven feet aud six inches 
at tho shoulder there is reason to be­ 
lieve tin t ho was the largest land 
anim al in Hie world. 
Tho size of elephants is coni rn only 
overestim ated. 
Their statute is a l­ 
ways exaggerated in those countries 
whero they 
are found 
wild. 
Even 
European travelers of scientific train­ 
ing have made notable m istakes in 
this respect. 
African elephants which 
Major Denham, o h o of 
tho early ex ­ 
plorers, supposed to be sixteen feet bigh 
proved to lie less than ten feet when 
killed. 
In Coy Ion the native elephant, 
which was form erly thought to 
bo 
I larger than 
Hie African 
animal, is 
rarely taller than nine feet; and Sir 
Emerson Tennent in 
his elaborated 
work on the natural history of that 
bland says that in the district whore 
the lim iters agree 
that

; specim ens are to bo found, “ the tall­ 
est of ord nary herds do not average 
more than eight fe e t.” 


I i i India the sam e tendency to exa g ­ 
geration prevails. 
Dr. Falconer was 
authority for tho statem ent 
by Prof. 
A nsted, more than a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago, that “ out of eleven hundred 
elephants from which the tallest were 
selected and measured, with care, on 
one occasion in India, there was not 
one w hose height equalled eleven feet. ’’ 
At the present day probably no one is 
better qualified 
to speak wil Ii refer­ 
ence to Hio s'ze of indian elephants 
than Mr. ti. P. Sanderson, the officer 
in charge of the elephant-catching 
establishm ent m aintained by the Brit- 
bh governm ent at Mysore. 
H elloes 
not believe that their is an elephant 
in India ten feet high at the shoulder. 
He has measured 
a great many, and 
the tallest was n ne feet and ten inches. 
“ The next largest arc two tuskers be­ 
longing to h s H ighness the Maharajah 
of Mysore, each it ne feet eight inches, 
captured in Ms sore som e forty years 
ago, ami still alive.” 
Mr. Sanderson, 
sn his very entertaining work on Hie 
wild beasts Bf India, says that twice 
round an elephant’s foot is his height, 
within one or two inches. 
Generally 
this m easurem ent will give the exact 
stature, but when persons unfam iha 
with elephants are u-Kod to guess how 
many tim es the circum ference of the 
foot m ust be m ultiplied to ascertain 
how tall the aru mal is, they say from 
ten to fifteen I mes. 
Not only may we reasonably con 
chide that .Jumbo 
was tho largest 
laud anim al in the 
world, 
or, at all 
events, w ithout any superior in size, 
but it is safe to say that a much larger, 
w alking beast could not be ma le out 
of tie sh aud bones. 
This is m echani­ 
cally dem onstrable. 
In order to sup­ 
port a heavier creature, 
the s.ze of 
the legs, even with practically solid 
bones, would have to Ins so increased 
as to render progression im possible. 
These considerations indicate that 
we shall never see a larger land ani­ 
mal than Jumbo. — .Ve<e York, Sun.

Human Electrotypes. 
M. Kergovatz, 
a chemist of Brest, 
has proposed a new method of dispos­ 
ing of the human 
body after death, 
which he considers preferable in every 
way to either 
buri al 
or cremation. 
His system is an antiseptic one, much 
simpler anal le-s expensive 
than the 
obi process of embalming, anal is noth­ 
ing more than a now galvanoplastic 
application. 
The hotly is coated with 
a conducting substance, such as plum­ 
bago, or it is bathed 
witii a solution 
of nitrate of silver, 
the after-decom ­ 
position of which, under the influence 
of sunlight, leave? a finely divided de- 
deposit of metallic 
silver. 
It is then 
placed in a bath of copoer sulphate, 
and connected 
for electrolysis with 
several cells of gravity or other bat­ 
tery of constant current. 
The result 
is that the 
body' is 
encased in a skin 
of copper, 
which

change of chemical action.

Minnesota lumbermen are not yet 
discouraged and the men are still 
at work, although of course at a 
disadvantage.

At this writing the weather 
is colder, with indications of snow.

cellent man ami aa excellent soldier 
and his piety was as true as his patriot­ 
ism. 
Still, with all his good qualities, 
the parson was exceedingly eccentric, 
and, perhaps, as opinionated and stub­ 
born a citizen aa lite southern confed­ 
eracy had in her borders. 
He was the most aggressive, the 
fiercest, the most tenacious disputant 
that ever dissected the resolutions of 
’98, or knocked a man down for not 
readily discerning the distinction be­ 
tween “secession” and “co-operation.” 
His sincerity only made him the more 
obstinate. 
On account of his nerve, 
astuteness, large acquaintance in Ken­ 
tucky, and thorough knowledge of the 
country, he was very frequently sent 
by Gen. Morgan into the state to ob­ 
tain the information required, not only 
to guide his own operations bot for the 
use of the array. 
Upon these expedi­ 
tions he was generally accompanied by 
Dan Ray, a galiant, splendid fellow, as 
intelligent and nervy as the parson, but 
the soul of good humor. 
Dan never 
engaged in argument, except to start 
the parson and gratify his fun-loving 
disposition at the latter's expense. 
One da}’ they were riding along to­ 
gether, somewhere in southeru Ken­ 
tucky, when the conversation turned 
on a practice very prevalent at that 
time among those who “jined tho cav­ 
alry,” and, ii must be confessed, car­ 
ried to its fullest extent in “Morgan’s 
command.” 
They began to discuss 
“horse-pressing.” 
Dan mildly excus­ 
ed ami even advocated it, upon the 
ground that it was a “military necessi­ 
ty,” but admitted that it was some­ 
times abused. 
The parson condemned it in toto. 
He would not acknowledge that it 
could be defended or palliated under 
any circumstances. 
Ile stated that 
Gen. Morgan’s countenance of such a 
practice was the one thing which pre­ 
vented him from entertaining an other­ 
wise unqualified admiration of that of­ 
ficer. 
He said that he prayed daily 
aud nightly that his comrades might 
be forgiven for it, but intimated in 
strong terms that he didn't believe 
they would be. 
He concluded by as­ 
serting that it Was the great national 
sin, on account of which the southern 
confederacy won d be destroyed, if it 
was fated to fab. 
Ray prudently let the matter drop, 
inasmuch as the parson had got warm­ 
ed up almost to toe lighting point 
On the next day the parson was com­ 
pelled to have hi-* horse shod, and the 
clumsy smith pricked one hoof so bad 
that the animal in a few hours went 
dead lame. 
This was a serious matter 
under the circumstances, and both 
Dan and the parson became very anx­ 
ious and apprehensive. Just when they 
had about concluded to retrace their 
steps to a point far in the rear, where 
the parson might procure a remount— 
a proceeding which would haveiovolv- I 
ed unfortunate and perhaps dangerous i 
delay—a well-to-do looking man came 
riding down the road on a remarkably 
tine horse. 
The si^ht of such a horse 
was enough to make a cavalryman’s 
mouth water, aud reduce a scruple, if 
he had one, to an infinitesimal degree. 
The parson looked, longed, and let 
down. 
It was predestined, 
he felt, 
that he should have that horse. 
He gracefully opened the prelimina­ 
ry conversation to the “swap” he had 
already determined on by saying: 
“That's a rn.gilly likely horse you’re 
riding, sir—a mighty likely animal.” 
“Yes,” was tho response, 
“he’s a 
right peart nag.” 
“Sound, too, ain’t he? 
Nothing the 
matter with him?” 
“Well, stranger, he’s sound from his 
eyes to his hoofs. 
Thar ain’t nothin’ 
soft about him, if I do say it myself.” 
“That's a good chunk of a horse, 
too,” said the parson, pointing to his 
own. 
“He’s by Denmark, and his dam 
was by Drennon out of a Whip mare. 
He can go ail the gaits when he’s well, 
but a fool of a blacksmith pricked him 
this morning.” 


“Pull his shoes off and let him stand 
in tho wet grass.” 
“I haven’t got the time. 
I am en­ 
gaged in the public service and must 
get on rapidly. 
So I’m compelled to 
swap for your horse. 
You can doctor 
this fellow. 
You have leisure, and 
seem to be au intelligent man.” 
“The h—ll you say! 
Well, stranger, 
you’ro the drunkest maD, to hide it so 
well, I ever see.” 
“Don’t use profane language in my 
presence,” shouted the parson, 
“but 
nelp me to shift saddles. 
You’re got- 
tin’ much the best of the trade. 
There 
ain’t such a single-footed walker as my 
horse, that is to say, as your horse— 
for now he is yours—in all Kentucky. 
Don’t multiply words,” he continued, 
as the other party to tho “swap” still 
protested, “ but climb down and shift 
saddles. 
Your horse, there, sir, needs 
attention. 
Take him home and doctor 
him.” 
And he enforced obedience by 
drawing an army Colt. 
The bargain was concluded; the par­ 
son mounted his new steed, 
and the 
pair pushed on. 
After riding somo 
miles in silence, Ray remarked, very 
soberly, “I have been pondering what 
you said yesterday, parson, 
about 
horse-pressing, and I’m compelled to 
admit that you were right 
I am sat­ 
isfied that it can not be defended 
or------ 
“Dan Ray,” broke in the parson qui­ 
etly, but with very significant empha­ 
sis, “I don’t want to near you discuss 
a matter you don’t understand. 
Your 
mind hasn't been trained to consider 
questions of this nature and to draw 
proper distinctions. 
That matter back 
yonder wasn’t a case of ‘horse-press­ 
ing.* It was a compulsory trade, made 
necessary- by the unsettled condition of 
the times and country, and because the 
laws regulating the making and en­ 
forcements of contracts are rather si­ 
lent just now. 
I could demonstrate 
this without tho least difficulty to any 
assembly accustomed to the discussion 
of such questions. 
But if you ever al­ 
lude to it again J’ll hang in your wool!"

A London expert tells me that of old 
the world received each year new’ dia­ 
monds of about $-50,OCK) in valuo on 
the average.

$2$,OOO, OOO worth each year for ten 
years. 
In consequence, the price of 
diamonds has steadily fallen from $15 
to $3.75 a carat. 
Of course, it is known that when 
they go over a comparatively insignifi­ 
cant number of carats diamonds take a 
leap into the thousands. 
Brazilian 
diamonds are very line stones, but no 
stones found there, or in the South Af­ 
rican diamond fields, are as lustrous 
and beautiful as the gems in the gala 
decorations of East Indian princes, 
aud those which have been obtained in 
India during the past century by con­ 
quest 
and 
purchase. 
These came 
mainly from the mines of Golconda. 
The ex-khedive of Egypt, Ismail Pa­ 
sha, is said to have the finest collection 
of diamonds, rubies, and emeralds in 
several hun- 
s in value. Large 
rubies of a lurid, lustrous red, without 
a blemish, are scarcer than big dia­ 
monds, aud are

’Possum are pretty lean yet, but they 
arc fattening rapidly, and in a month 
the darkies will begin hunting 
for 
them, writes a Mabwab, N. J., corre­ 
spondent of the New York "un. 
Just 
ab<*ve here, across the New York state 
liue, is the gap between tile Haverstraw 
aud the Ramapo mountains, through 
which the Erie railway enters the Rarn- 
;q>o valley. 
There are lots of them in 
the mountains, and in the Ridge woods, 
to the southwest, they also abound 
On tho rugged sides of the mountains, 
where the land can not be used, dar­ 
kies havo made little clearings and 
built log houses. 
The colored people 
work on the farms aud in the woods 
wherever they can pick up jobs, and 
as it costs them little or nothing to 
live, they get along comfortably. 
On moonlight nights when tho ’pos­ 
sum are fat the darkie* are in tho 
woods hunting the animals, 
whose 
meat is sweet to them. 
The ’possums 
run up the trees, climb out on 
tho 
limbs, twist their tails around them 
and hang head downward. They sleep 
that way when they are in trim. Their 
winter quarters are holes in the rocks 
or hollow trees. 
They roll the rn selves 
up into balls and live on their own tis­ 
sues until warm weather comes again. 
Tho natives around hero say that they 
eat vegetables, 
fruit, crickets, and, 
when they can find unsuspecting ones 
roosting low, chickens. 
The presence 
in tho woods of ’possum removes sus­ 
picion from the darkies when the pop­ 
ulation of a henroost hereabouts is de­ 
creased. 
.Some of the darkies have dogs to 
hunt the ’possum with, aud gnus with 
which to shoot them. -Others have 
not, and they arc obliged to depend 
entirely on traps. 
Figure 4 deadfalls 
are used a great deal. 
A big flat stone 
is secured. 
It is held up in a slanting 
position by sticks arranged like the 
figure 4, and baited with an apple. 
When a ’possum nibbles tho apple the 
arrangement of sticks collapses and 
the stone falls on the animal. 
The 
’possum is pinned to the earth, and, if 
the life is not crushed out of it by the 
time the darky gets around to look 
after the trap, it is dispatched with a 
stick. 
Figure 4 deadtaiis are easy to 
arrange, and a darky’s luck at hunt­ 
ing ’possnm%is largely dependent on 
his industry. 
The ’possums here have a pretty j 
gamy taste. 
To remove this the ani- 
mal, after its hide is taken off and its 
entrails are removed, is first parboiled. 
Then, if the hunter has a stove, it is 
put in the oven in a pan to toast in its 
own fa t 
When a lot of tho fat has 
been tried out potatoes are put iu the j 
pan lo be cooked with the ’possum. I 
lf the hunter does not own a stove a J 
big wood fire is started. 
When it is 
reduced to coals a hole is dug in the J 
glowing mass aud the ’possum is laid 
In it and covered over with ashes and j 
embers. 
At the right stage potatoes 
and corn are put in the ashes to roast. ; 
The darkies of the family sit by the j 
fire and wait with yearning anticipa­ 
tion for the time when the ’possum 
can be drawn out of its hot bed. 
The 
darkies are now cleaning their guns 
and watching deadfall sticks and get­ 
ting ready for the ’possum season. 


Pineapples, known in most countries 
of Europe as ananas, are biennial, with 
the habit of an aloe, 
and carno origin­ 
ally from Brazil. 
In the center of the 
foliage rises a stem about two feet 
high, on the upper part of which are 
the flowers, crowded in the shape of a 
conical spike. 
Pineapples, in a strict 
botanical sense, aro not fruit, 
but 
clusters of leaves which undergo won­ 
derful changes just before ripening. 
The leaves greatly enlarge, enclosing 
the central stem, bracts, calyx, corolla 
and ovary, much like a common mul­ 
berry, though without seeds. 
Pine­ 
apples are of slow growth, 
but are 
quick to ripen. 
The first ever seen in 
England were sent as a present to 
Oliver Cromwell The largest canning 
factory for pineapples is at Nassau.

L uckless Inventors. 


One of the saddest tales in tho his­ 
tory of invention is that of Eli Whitney 
and the cotton gin. 
Whitney was a 
Massachusetts man, and went to tho 
■South as a school-teacher. 
Like the 
others mentioned, 
ho displayed re­ 
markable inventive genius from an 
early age, and was a constant source 
of anxiety to his worthy father, w’ho, 
when be saw him always engaged iu 
making some toy, imagined he was 
never destined to amount to much. 
The invention of the giu was the re­ 
sult of the Southern visit, and of his 
observation of the time lost in separ­ 
ating the seed from the lint. 
To sep­ 
arate a pound was a full day’s work 
for a woman and consequently cotton 
was little used. 
After much labor 
Whitney perfected his machine, but the 
experience of other inventors who had 
generally found the utmost difficulty 
in introducing their ideas was not his, 
for the people of Georgia had so high 
an appreciation of the value of the in­ 
vention, that they broke into his room 
and stole his models, carrying them off 
and using the idea to make other ma­ 
chines. 
A number of patents were is­ 
sued, the machines each varying a lit­ 
tle from each other, but all having 
Whitney’s idea, and for the invention 
he never realized anything but law­ 
suits. 
After carrying these on fruit­ 
lessly for a number of years, ho gave 
up the effort to recover either remu­ 
neration or damages, and applied him­ 
self to the invention of machinery to 
make arms for the* govern in en I. 
In 
this he did well, but from his wonder­ 
ful invention, which gave the South its 
leading industry, he received little or 
nothing.—St. Louis Globe Democrat.

Thus the gypsies went from house 
to house, ami many quarters were 
slipped into their hands. 
Their visits 
were confined to a few houses closely 
connected on Poplar street, and every 
veranda was occupied by the inmates 
of the houses where the gypsies had 
visited, watching them as they visited 
other places.

M a k i n g M n c a ro u t. 


One of tho industries carried on in 
the Italian quarter of One Hurdled 
and Twelfth street is tho raamif eluro 
of macaroni. 
Fifteen workmen are 
employed. 
The work is dom* in a 
rear room on the second floor. 
When 
a reporter called tho other day iii pro­ 
prietor, who is a round-faced N** poll- 
tan, said; 
“We use tho flour from hard ".vintor 
wheat, and tho best we can "cl 
a its 
kind. 
We pour tho flour into J nose 
tubs and put in about one gallon of 
water to thirty pounds of flour. 
We 
do not measure it; the men lot in a lit­ 
tle water, and they know when tho 
dough is right.” 
Two men were leaning over the tube 
that had apparently been put into tho 
room by tho builder for Wash-tubs. 
They allowed the water to run slowly 
from the faucets into the rn xture of 
flour, 
all the time stirring, lifting, 
punching, 
and pulling it with their 
hands as if death awaited their first 
stop to rest. 
“It is very exhausting work,” said 
tho boss. 
“ When they can worK no 
longer two ethers, who aro resting in 
the next room, will take their places. 
They shift as often as every hour some 
days. 
When it is thoroughly mixed 
the dough is kneaded on the table.” 
The table was a big stout one, built 
on the opposite side of the room. 
Two 
long levers projected over it, the ends 
of which were loosely fastened to the 
wall a short distance above the table 
by stout swivels. 
Round blocks, like 
pestles, were suspended under the lev­ 
ers. 
The dough, in huge batches, was 
placed under the levers, aud then three 
men took hold of e.ieh lever, adjusted 
the pestles over the dough, aud threw 
their weight on them. 
The v worked 
tho levers in short arcs or circles, and 
their exertions made a dough at once 
stiff and hard, 
and yet withal very 
tough and tenacious. 
“How do you make it into strings?” 
“ J hat is easy. 
See.” 
Some men wero placing a huge loaf I 
of the dough into a vertical copper cyi- ; 
inder with a strong t-crew above it, the j 
machine looking something ..se an old- I 
fashioned hand cider-press. 
On top of 
the dough the men placed a piston that 
fit the cylinder nicely, 
and then they 
ran the screw down on it. 
I bey then 
clapped hold of three long levers and 
began to walk around, but they did not 
walk rapidly nor easily. 
When 
tile 
screw began to get a good hold, little 
slender streams of dough shot down 
through small perforations in the bot­ 
tom of tho cylinders. 
As fast as they 
reached a length of two feet or more 
they were cut off by a man who hung 
them over wooden frames aud carried 
them away. 
“ We dry them on those frames eight 
days,” said the boss. 
“ When the air 
is moist we dry them longer. Big holes 
in the cylinders make macaroni; ^ t le 
holes vermeciili. 
Sometime- it is n ill­ 
ed thin like a sheet of paper, and cut 
with razors into different shapes. 
We 
call tho piece® scmaza ch melont, or 
what you call melon seed; capellet*.!— 
little hats, and occhi (ii pernici—part­ 
ridge eye, 
according to the shapes. 
These are used to thicken soup, but we 
do not make much of them. 
The mac­ 
aroni has the largest sale, but only 
Italians can cook it. 
it is easy to say 
boil it in pure water, dre>s it with coo­ 
ee .trated meat 
gravy and 
grated 
cheese, and serve it hot, but who can 
do it? 
In Genoa the macaroni in col­ 
ored with saffron. 
Neapolitans u co o ­ 
ly pure flour and pure water. 
\\ .ien 
Neapolitan macaroni is cooked 
an 
Italian it has a very faint gru ntab 
tinge. 
In Italy the king, the iazzaroni 
ail cat macaroni everyday. Yon .<o dd 
see them. 
Zobini, there at the tuo, ho 
can sw allow a macaroni three feet long 
and never break it. 
No man can do so 
well in this budding. 
If Zobini were 
in his own country he woald be a ta- 
rnous mau, but he woald have no gravy 
nor cheero with his macaroni, so he 
stays here. ” —Sew For*. Sun.

CHRISTMAS. 


Its Origin amt How it Was Observed in the 
Tartans diuretics in the City. 


Christmas is the day on which all 
Christian nation celebrate the birth of 
our Savior 
It first began to be observed 
in about the year A. I). 180, although at 
j that time there was no uniformity in the 
time of its observance, some holding the 
celebration in April and May and others 
in January. 
Since the fourth century it 
has been customary for all branches of 
the church to celebrate Christmas on 
the 25th day of December. 
Among the 
causes that co-operated 
in fixing this 
time as the proper one was, that almost 
all the heathen nations regarded the win­ 
ter solstice as the most important point 
of the year, and as the beginning of the 
renewed life and activity of the powers 
of nature. 
At this time of the year the 
ancient Germans held their great Yule 
feast in commemoration of the return of 
the fiery sun-whecl, and believed that 
during the twelve nights reaching from 
Dec. 25th to the 6th of January they 
could trace the personal movements of 
their deities. 
Many of the lielief of the 
old Germans relating to tins matter pass­ 
ed from heathendom to Christianity, and 
have partly survived to the present day. 
But the church sought to banish this 
deep rooted heathen feeling ty adding 
for Hie purification of the heathen cus­ 
toms its grandly devised liturgy, besides 
dramatic representations ot the birth of 
Christ, and was partly successful. From 
these dramatic representations sprang 
the so-called manger songs and Christmas 
carols, and also at a later period the 
Christ trees or Christmas trees, adorned 
with lights, meats and dishes, such as 
Christmas cakes, dumplings, etc. 
Of 
late it has been usual for friends to for­ 
ward to one another, by mail, gaily dec­ 
orated Christmas cards bearing Christmas 
greetings. 
At the present time the day 
is celebrated by all the churches in a be­ 
fitting manner. 
In the Bornan Catholic 
church three masses are performed, one 
at midnight, one al daybreak and one in 
the morning. 
In most of the Protestant 
churches some sort of a celebration is 
had, generally a Christmas tree for the 
amusement and entertainment of the 
children, which is usually accompanied 
by appropriate literary exercises and the 
distribution of presents by Santa Claus. 
In Brainerd the old fashioned Christ­ 
mas was enjoyed at most of the churches, 
and in not a few of the private residences 
of the city. 
Numerous present were 
made by friend to friend, by parent to 
child, by beau to belle, and, taken all in 
ail it was truly a “ Merry Christmas” in 
Brainerd. At the 
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the Sunday School gave a pnblic enter­ 
tainment on Christmas Eve., giving a 
charming little cantata, and singing ap­ 
propriate Christmas songs, which were 
engaged 
by the young people of the 
church, and bx’ scholars of the Sunday 
school, and which w as presided over by 
Prof. Wilson. At the close of the exer­ 
cises old Santa Claus came down from 
the traditional chimney and distributed 
among the liitlt ones an abundance of 
candies, nuts and other nice things. 
A 
very enjoyable time was had, and the 
scholars, when returning to their homes j| 
at the close of the entertainment, men­ 
tally thanked their good fortune that 
such a personage as .Santa Claus exists. 
At the 
FIBST M. fc 
CHURCH, 


the festivities were held on Christmas 
Eve., and consisted of the usual Christ­ 
mas tree, and literary and musical exer­ 
cises by the scholars of the Sunday 
school. The literary exercises, consist­ 
ing of select reading and recitations, 
were first in order, and were interspersed 
here and there by appropriate songs by 
the school. 
At the conclusion of these 
exercises the distribution 
of presents 
from the tree took place, each scholar re­ 
ceiving some small present as a token of 
the day, Insides the usual sweet meats.

I Drench of the Leacue Organized at a 
MrctiiK Held at Murray k MrCabe's 
Hall on Tuesday Nisht. 
As per announcement in last week’s 


D is p a t c h a meeting was held in Murray 
& McCabe’s Hall, on Tuesday evening 
and a branch of 
the Irish-American 
National league was formally organized, 
which was quite well attended by Irish­ 
men and other who are friends of the 
cause. 
The meeting was called to order 
by John Lannon, who briefly stated that 
the object of the meeting was for the 
purpose of organizing a branch of the 
Irish-American 
National 
League, the 
object of which was the raising of funds 
to assist Mr. Parnell in lits struggle to 
secure home rule for Ireland. 
At the 
conclusion of ins remarks Mr. Bannon 
stated that the election of temporary 
officers was in order, and on motion Jas. 
Meagher was elected temporary chair­ 
man and II. C. Stivers secretary. 
The 
meeting xvas then addressed by Mr. J. H. 
Koop, the principal orator of the even­ 
ing, in which Mr. Koop reviewed the 
causes which led to the establishment of 
the league and Hic work the league had 
to perform. 
Ile clearly showed to any 
unprejudiced mind how Ireland has been 
wronged in the past, and that nothing 
*hort of a home parliament and home 
rule would satisfy Hie Irish people in the 
future. 
Mr. Hoop spoke very forcibly, 
and was frequently interrupted by the 
enthusiastic applause, and at the close 
of his remarks was cheered to the echo. 
At the conclusion 
of 
3Ir. Koop’s 
speech, Mr. H. C. Stivers was called upon 
and made a very good speech indeed, con­ 
sidering that it was entirely extempo­ 
raneous. 
In liis address Air. Stivers ex­ 
pressed his sympathy with Ireland in its 
struggle for home rule, and that he be­ 
lieved in home rule on general principles. 
He cited the immense decrease in popu­ 
lation in Ireland during Hie two last 
decades, and claimed it was due to the 
“ iron heel of the oppressor.” 
He spoke 
of the ardent love of country which is 
characteristic of all Irishmen, and which 
would not down at the threats of the 
oppressor. 
During his remarks lie said 
that the impression had gotten out that 
the meeting was called for the individual 
preferment and advancement of some cer­ 
tain persons, which he said xvas false, 
and that no one could be advanced or 
honored xvithout the consent of the meet­ 
ing. 
Mr. Stivers became quite eloquent 
at times, and made a very favorable im­ 
pression upon the audience, who fre­ 
quently encored him. 
At the conclu­ 
sion of Mr. Stivers’ remarks the chair­ 
man of the meeting read the circular 
call issued by Patrick Egan, president of 
the National League, authorizing the 
organization of this branch of the league. 
Calls were made for others who desired 
to speak, but as there xvas no response, 
County Auditor Wilson was then called 
upon and expressed his sympathy with 
the meeting, and said he would do all 
he could to aid the movement. 
The 
secretary then explained the manner of 
forming the league, and Hie expense to 
which each member would be liable, to 
meet the running expenses of organiza­ 
tion. 
The election of permanent officers 
of the league was next in order and re­ 
sulted as folloxvs: 
President—Jas. Meaghei. 
Vice-President—J. H. Koop. 
Treasurer— Dan. Clark. 
Secretary—J. M. Wilson. 
Those who desired to join the league 
then came forward and signed their 
names and paid one dollar, which, with 
the names, will be forwarded to the secre­ 
tary of the National league and a charter 
for their organization 
secured.

meeting then adjourned.

T he Chronic grum blers on the m ari­ 
tim e exchange who have had nothing 
to ta lk a b o u t except the h a rd times, 
for nobody can tell how m any years, 
have had to drop the topic for a few 
days p a st in order to recall w ith ani­ 
m ation the days when clipper ships 
were built and tim es were good, an d 
each ship th a t cam e o u t had to b eat 
the record or tak e reduced freights. 
The cause of all this change was due 
to th e arriv al of four vessels at, this 
p o rt th a t had crossed the A tlantic in 
rem arkable tim e, one of them having 
eclipsed all form er records from the 
p o rt from which she sailed. 
Two of 
these ships were big Maine clippers on 
their first round voyages in tile San 
Francisco trade, and tw’O w’ere built 
in N ova Scotia. 
A t noon on O ctober IO the ship 
A lbert G. 
Hopes, C apt. David IL 
Rivers, hauled o u t of th e dock a t 
Liverpool, having 1,500 to n s of sa lt I 
on board. 
She was in tow’ for eight 
hours and then m ade all sail with a 
fresh wind in th e n o rth east. One hour j 
after th e Hopes had left the dock, the i 
C om m odore T. II. Allen, C apt R obert j 
M errim an, carrying a like cargo, fol­ 
lowed her, and began m aking sail a t j 
ab o u t the sam e tim e. 
B oth ships j 
m easure over 2,200 tons, b o th have , 
m asts so tall th a t a landsm an gets 
dizzy looking a t the tops of them , and 
bo th spread nearly tw o acres of can- I 
van in such a wind as was w histling j 
over their decks on the evening of Oc­ 
to b er IO. 
T here were only two d irty Liverpool 
tugs to see the send off, b u t there has 
not been such a race in 20 years as 
was then begun. The tw o ship* lost 
sight of each o th er during the night, 
but each cap tain knew th a t the o th er 
was n o t far aw ay and each one w atch­ 
ed the trim of his canvass and the 
course by the com pass in a way th a t 
w ould prevent the loss of an inch of 
vantage. 
F o r 48 hours neither saw 
the other, but a t the end of th a t tim e 
C apt. Rivers sn iv the skys ails of the 
Allen loom ing above the horizon a s ­ 
tern. T he wind was light and in the 
east, an d the Allen continued to loom 
up. T he men on the Allen h ad recog­ 
nized t heir opponent ahead, b u t with 
such light airs the race was aggravat­ 
ing. T he Allan crawled up a bit d u r­ 
ing the day, which was M onday, and 
f ;r tw o days the tw o ships w atched 
each other, having th e whole ocean to 
them selves. They were reeling off the 
miles a t a fair rate, b u t were doing 
nothing to brag of. 
It is likely th a t there never were tw o 
c ap tain s m ore surprised th a n these 
were when, on W ednesday m orning 
th ey aw o k eto the fact th a t som ebody s 
royal sail was show ing up astern, and 
th a t it was a B ritish royal a t th a t.

In 1 8 1 8 he was sent 
to his n a tiv e d ep artm en t of the Jura to 
act as com m issioner 
one of the m o st diffi­ 
cult of posit ions owing to t he fear wit h which 
t he coll si pse of t he throne had inspired in t he 
provinces. 
The Jura testified its gratitude 
for his able a d m in istr a tio n by returning 
him t o the assem bly, and he w as soon 
elected vice president by th a t b od y. 
In 
1 851 the coup d ’eta t drove M .Grevy from 
political life, and until 1 8(58 he w as occu­ 
pied with his professional duties. 
In 1869 
he was re-elected to the assem bly, where 
he proposed t he plcbescit * started on t he 
part of Napoleon. 
After the dow nfall of 
of the latter, Grevy was elected president 
of the assem bly, holding the office for three 
years, and in 1ST'.* was elevated to the 
presidency of the republic. 
He is intensely 
republican,and his special an xiety lias been 
to m aintain tranqu ility, security and con ­ 
fidence.

Incidents of « Case That is Now Exciting In­ 
terest in Cairo—How Egyptian? im ­ 
pose ot TUolr Enemies. 
A Cairo correspondent, writing on 
the 20th of October to The London 
Times, 
says: 
A 
certain poisoning 
case, which is shortly corning on for 
hearing before the native tribunals, is 
causing such interest among the pub­ 
lic here that it has induced me to ob­ 
tain details, which, 1 think, will not 
be without interest to the public at 
home. 
They arc as follows: 
For years (thirty or more) there has 
existed in the government at Cairo a 
certain Sheik Mahmoud, chief clerk to 
the various governors. 
This man is 
most corrupt, artful, unscrupulous, 
the ruin of many families, extorting 
gold from all persons who came to tiio 
government to obtain grants, employ­ 
ments, etc., also from heads or t-heikbs 
of guilds in consideration of their ap­ 
pointment as such. 
There has existed in Cairo also an­ 
other man of the same caliber, named 
Ahmed Mouuib—for many yoars in 
government employ, and in the new 
reorganization of polieo (temf>. Mr. 
Clifford Lloyd) admitted as a maoun 
or chief of a police district in Cairo. 
This man is also well * known as un­ 
scrupulous and corrupt 
To 
these 
may bo added Said Mahomed, chief «»f 
the Ca ro tiro brigade, and one or two 
others. 
These formed a society which 
cou 1*1 not easily be overcome by the 
merchants, traders, etc., and, 
with 
the Sheik Mahmoud at the govern­ 
ment to influence the governors, and 
with the other members of the coterie 
in the districts, these persons, some of 
thorn 
powerfully protected by high 
ollicials, wore well nigh 
invincible, 
and Cairo (the ordiuar. inhabitants) 
stood in awe of them accordingly, as 
it was well known they would stick at 
nothing. 
Formerly 
also 
there 
existed as 
writer in Hie (louvernora! one Mahom­ 
ed Effendi Ibrahim, who, being with 
Sheik Mahmoud, had ample moans of 
observing 
his 
corrupt 
practices. 
These two quarreled eventually. 
By 
the sheik's influence Mahomed Ibra­ 
him was turned out of his employ­ 
ment, and became a ruined man. even 
persecuted still by Sheik Mahmoud. 
But, unable to endure this persecu­ 
tion, after a time Mahomed Ibrahim 
went to ( apt. Fenwick, command­ 
ant of police, and preferred hie com­ 
plaint, and said that ho could prove 
that the iinan -c department had been 
unwittingly paying pensions up to the 
present day to three women who had 
died tifteen years ago, ami this with 
the cognizance of Sheik. Mahmoud 
and another of the coterie. 
“ When,’* he said to Capt. Fenwick, 
you have examined tins and found it 
true, 1 will toll you of lifty other 
frauds which that man has committed, 
hut 1 ask meanwhile protection, and 
that the affair should bo investigate I 
by you personally as an Englishman, 
otherw se the truth will not come 
out.’’ 
Capt. Fenwick, 
know’ng'fiow cor­ 
rupt was the sheik, 
and how Cairo 
groaned under his injustice, turned 
his whole attention to the matter,with 
the result that it was discovered to bo 
true. 
Seeing now that the all’.tir was 
in the hands of an Englishman, that 
Mahomed Ibrahim had made good his 
case, ami knowing that ho could prove 
other things, 
these worthies—Sheik 
Mahmoud, etc., saw but one course— 
that is, to poison the old man. who, 
feeling his life to ho in danger, again 
appealed to the police, and at the 
same time telegraphed to his highness 
the khedivo, who was pleased to or­ 
der that he should be protected. 
A 
police agent was accordingly placed 
with Mahomed Ibrahim and accom­ 
panied him for several days, 
in a lit, 
however, of overconfidence, Mahom­ 
ed Ibrahim, after noting to some of 
the inhabitants of his district that he 
had been invited by Shick Mahmoud 
to dine, nominally to arrange their 
difference, dismissed his polite agent, 
and went off by himself to the sheik’s 
house. 
It appears, however, that he 
was sent on from thence, 
being told 
apparently that the sheik was not at 
homo, to the polieo caracol of Darb- 
el-Ahmar, Cairo, where was Ahmed 
Mouuib, another of the cotorio. 
Here 
he was given by Ahmed Mounib some 
sherbet out of a bowl, while several 
persons 
assembled 
drank 
out 
of 
glasses. 
It was supposed that the 
old man, however careful he 
might 
have been as to what he ate and 
drank in Sheik Mahmoud’s house, had 
no fear in accepting what was given 
at this place. (Sheik Mahmoud aud 
Mounib were most intimate friends.) 
After drinking the sherbet he stayed 
ten minutes and then felt so ill that, he 
had to go. 
He began vomiting, 
was 
found on the road by a black, 
who 
helped him homo.swoarin * as he went 
that ho would bo revenged. 
He told 
his case to several persons. 
He con­ 
tinued in his house for about three 
days vomiting terribly at intervals, 
an«t finally died. 
Ah mod 
Mounib 
showed himself 
much interested in the medical certifi­ 
cate, and, as police officer of the dis­ 
trict, reported a death with suspicion 
of foul play to Capt. Fenwick iu his 
morning’s report, as in duty bound, 
under pain of dismissal. 
At 
once 
Capt. 
Fenwick’s 
suspicions 
were 
aroused. 
He sent and arrested all 
persons who might in any way bo ac­

English D vine— An Kloquuit Pas-a so 
on the Prevailing Theory of Evolu­ 
tion—His B**H* f In Diyin- R:- 
valatlon. 
In reply to Dr. Reville’s “ Prolego­ 
mena to the History of Religions,” Mr. 
Gladstone contributes an art cl*; on 
the “Dawn of Creation” to The Nine­ 
teenth Century. 
Dr. Revillc .denied an 
authoritative inspired character to!ho 
first book of Pentateuch, and argued 
that an appeal to the supernatural is 
per so inadmissible; that a divine re 
valution, containing the subLma doc­ 
trines of tho purest inspiration, g^ven 
to a man at an age indefinitely remote, 
and iu a state of ‘absolute ignorance,’ 
is‘infinitely hard’ to imagine; th it it is 
not favored by analogy; and that it 
contradicts all that we kn >\v of pre­ 
historic man.” 
Mr. Gladstone, on the 
other hand, confesses his faith in a di­ 
vine revelation, defends the account 
of creation given in Genesis, criticises 
severely, and with much learne I re 
reference 
to the 
“ Iliad” and 
the 
“Odyssey,” the attempt to explain 
Olympian mythology by the theory of 
solar myths, and in conelus on anim­ 
adverts on the theory of Darwinism, 
or evolution. 
He writes: 
Thero s nothing iu tho * rit’cisms of 
Dr. Revillc but what rather tends to 
confirm than to impair tho old fa-.’i- 
ioocd belief that there is a revalation 
iu the booir of Genesis. . . . I under- 
derstand the stages ot tiie majestic 
process described in the ’r>ooi; of Gene­ 
sis to be in general as follows: 
1. The 
point of departure is tho formless 
mass, created by God, out of which 
the earth was shaped and constitute 1 
a thing of individual existence (verges 
1,2). 
2. Thedeta hment and collec­ 
tion of light, leaving iu darkuess as it 
proceeded the still chaotic mass from 
which it was detached (verses .j, 5). 
Tho narrative assigning a space of 
time to each process appears to show 
that each was gradu il not instanta­ 
neous. 
3. Ihe detachment of light 
from darkness is followed by the de­ 
tachment of wet from dry, and of 
solid from liquid, iu the firmament and 
on the face of the earth. Each of these 
operations occupies a “day;” and the 
conditions of vegetable life, as known 
to us by experience, being now pro­ 
vided, tho order of the vegetable 
kingdom had begun (verses 6-13). 
4. 
Next comes the presentation to us of 
the heavenly bodies, sun, mo >n, an 1 
stars, 
in their 
final forms, 
when 
the 
completion 
of 
the process of 
light collection and concentration in 
the 
sun, and the duo clearing of 
the 
intervening 
spaces, 
had 
en­ 
abled the central orb to illuminate 
us both with direct and with r< fleeted 
light (verses 14-19). 
5. So far, 
we 
have been busy only with the adjust­ 
ment of material agencies. 
We now 
arrive at the dawn of animate I teeing; 
and a great transition seems to be 
marked as a kind of reccomtuence- 
ment of the work, for the name 
cre­ 
ation is again introduced. 
Go i creat­ 
ed (a) tho water population; (t») 
th • 
air population. 
And they receive his 
benediction (verses 20-23). 
6. P ur­ 
suing this regular progression from 
the lower to the higher, from the sim­ 
ple to the complex, the text now gives 
us the work of the sixth “day,” which 
supplies the land population, air and 
water having already been 
supplied. 
But in it thero is a subdivision, and 
the transition from (c) animal to (d) 
man, like tho transition from inani­ 
mate to auimate, is again marked as 
a great occasion, a kind of roccora- 
mencement. 
For 
this purpose the 
word “create” is a third time employ­ 
ed. 
“God created man in His own 
image,” aud oneo more He gave bene­ 
diction to this the linal work of His 
hands, aud endowed our race w th its 
high dominion over what lived and 
what did not live (verses 21-31). 
Looking largely at the latter portion 
of the narrative, which describes the 
creation of living organism, there is a 
grand fourfold division, set forth in 
an orderly succession of times as fol­ 
lows: 
On the fifth day, 1, tho water 
population; 2, the a:r population; and 
on the sixth day, 8, tho land popula­ 
tion of animals; 4 tho laud population 
consummate*! in man. 
Thif fourfold order is understood to 
have been so affirmed in our time by 
natural science, that it may bo taken 
as a demonstrated conclusion and es­ 
tablished fact. Then, I ask. how came 
Moses, or—not to cavil ou tho word — 
how came the author of tho lirst chap­ 
ter of Genesis, to know that order, to 
possess 
knowledge 
which natural 
science has only within tho present 
century for the first time dug out of 
tho bowels of the earth? 
It is surely 
imjHissible to avoid the conclusion, 
first, that either this writer was gifted 
with faculties passing all human ex­ 
perience or else his knowledge was 
divine. 
So stands the plea for a revelation 
of truth from G6d, a plea only to be 
met by questioning its possibility; that 
is, as Dr. Salmon has observed with 
great force in a recent work, by sug­ 
gesting that a being able to ntako man 
is unable to communicate with tho 
creature he has made. 
Thus far only 
tho fourfold succession of living orders 
has been noticed. 
But among the 
persons of very high authority in 
natural science quoted by Dr. Rousch, 
who helil tho general accordance of 
the Mosaic cosmogony with the results 
of modern inquiry, aro Cuvier and Sir 
John Herschol. 
Tho words of Cuvier 
show he conceived that “every day” 
fresh 
confirmation from tho purely 
human source accrued to the credit of 
scripture. 
And since his day, for he 
can not now bo 
called 
a recent 
authority, this opinion appears to have 
received somo remarkable 
illustra­ 
tions. 
One word upon the “days” of Gene­ 
sis. 
We do not hear the authority of 
scripture impeached on tho ground 
that it assigns to tho Almighty eyes 
and ears, hands, arms, ami feet—nay, 
even the emotions of tho human being. 
This being so, I am unable to under­ 
stand why any disparagement to the 
credit of tho sacred books should 
ensue because, to describe tho order 
and successive stages of tho divino 
working, these have been distributed 
into “ days.” 
What was tho thing re­ 
quired in order to make this great 
procession of acts intelligible and im­ 
pressive? 
Surely it was to distribute 
the 
parts each into somo integral 
division of timo, having tho character 
of something complete in itself, of a 
revolution, 
or 
outset and return. 
Thero are but three such divisions 
familiarly known to man. 
Of those 
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the 
day was the most fam'd »r to 
human perceptions; and probably ou 
this account its figurative use is ad­ 
mitted to be found in prophetic texts, 
as, indeed, it largely pervades ancient 
and modern speech. 
Given tho object 
in view, which, indeed, can hardly be 
questioned, does it not appear that 
the “ day,” more definitely separated 
than either month or year from what 
precedes and what follows, was a p ­ 
propriately chosen for the purpose <»f 
conveying the idea of development by 
gradation in the process which the 
Look sets forth? 
1 own my surprise not only at tho 
fact, but at the manner in whi -li in 
this day writers whoso name is leg.on, 
unimpeachcd iu character and abound­ 
ing in talent., not only put away from 
them—cast iu*o shadow or into tho 
very gulf cf negation itself—the con­ 
ception of a deity, an actinjj and a 
ruling deity. 
On this belief, which 
has sat stied the doubts, and wiped 
awav the tea s, and found guidance 
for the foot t. ps of so many a weary 
wanderer on earth, which among the 
b-*st and greatest of our race has been 
so cherish* *1 bv those who had it, arm 
so longed and sought for by those who 
had it not, we ni ght suppose that, if 
at lcti'jth we had <! s-overcd that it 
was in the light of truth untenable, 
that tho accumulated 
testimony of 
man was worthless, and that Irs wis­ 
dom was b it folly, yet at least the de­ 
cencies of moil ruing woutd be vouch­ 
safe*! to th s irreparable lo -.s. 
instead 
of this it is with a joy aud exultation 
that might almost recall the frantic 
commune that this at 
cg’ut terrific and over­ 
whelming calami'v is accepted and re* 
eorde i a, a gaiu. 
Oi;o r< cut and, iu 
many ways, resp.'oted writer—a wom­ 
an long w ont to uri.shio creed as sailors 
discharge ovee - ol cargo in a storm, 
and passing at length into formal athe­ 
ism—rejoices to find herself on tho 
open, free an I “ bree/.v common of hu­ 
manity.” 
Another, a*.so a woman, 
and deal’ug only with the workings 
and manifestat'ons of God, finds in 
the theory ol a phy-ie.tl evolution as 
recently developed bv Mr. 
Darwin, 
and received with exteusivo favor, 
b >th an emlncipat on from error and 
a novelty in kind. 
Shi rejoices to 
think that now at last Darwin “ shows 
iife as a harmonious whole, aud makes 
the future stride p issiblo by the past 
advance.” 
Evolution, that is, physi­ 
cal evolu ion, wit ch alone • in view, 
may he true (like tho solar theory), 
may be delightful, nnd wonderful, in 
its right pl .ee; but are wo really to 
understand that varieties of animals 
brought about through domestication, 
tiio wasting of organs (for instance, 
the tails of men) by disuse, that nat­ 
ural selection and tho survival of the 
fittest, all in the physical order, cx- 
h bit to us the great arcanum o ’ cre­ 
ation, 
the 
sum 
and 
center of 
life, so that miiiil an I spirit aro do- 
thione l from the r old supremacy, are 
no longer sovereign by r ght, but may 
find oxcwhere by charity a place as­ 
signed them, as appendages, perhan- 
only as *excre?eeneo«. of the material 
creation? 
I contend that evolution in 
its highest form has not been a thing 
heretofore unknown to history, to phi­ 
losophy, or to thcolo. y. 
1 contend 
that t was befor ; the mmd *>f St. Paul 
when he taught that in the fullness-of 
time God sent forth Ilis Son, ami of 
Eusebius when he wrote: 
“ I he Pre­ 
paration for the Gospel,” and of An* 
gustine wh *n ie* composed “The City 
of God;’ aud, beautiful and sp]*-udid 
as are tho les.- ins taught by natural 
objects they a re —for Chri-tendom, at 
h a s t—indefinitely 
beneath the sub­ 
lime unfolding *>f the groat drama of 
human action, in which, through long 
ages, Greece was making roady a lan­ 
guage and an intellectual type and 
Rome a framework of order and an 
idea of law, such that in them were to 
be shaped an 1 fashioned the destinies 
of a regenerated world. 
For those 
who 1 eli*.ve that the old foundations 
are unshaken still, and that the .abrie 
built upon them will look down for 
ages on t'm floating wreck of many a 
modern and boastful theory, it is diffi­ 
cult to see anything but Infatuation in 
tho destructive 
temperament which 
leads to the notion that to sutestitutca 
blind mechanism for the hand of God 
in the affairs of life is to enlarge th*1 
scope of remedial agency; that to dis­ 
miss the highest of all inspirations is 
to elevate the strain of human thought 
and life; and that each of us is to re­ 
joice that our several units aro to bo 
*i sintegrated at death int > “countless 
mdlions of organisms;” for such, it 
seems, is the latest “ revelation” de­ 
livered from the fragile tripod of a 
modern Delphi. 
Assuredly ou tho 
minds of those who after this fashion 
disbelieve, there lies somo deep ju­ 
dicial darkness, a darkness that may 
be felt. 
While disbelief ia tho eves of 
faith is a sore calamity, this kinyi of 
disbelief, which reuounces and repu­ 
diates with more than satisfaction 
wliat is brightest and best in the in­ 
heritance of man, is astounding, and 
might be deemed incredible. 
Nay. 
some will say, rather than accept tho 
flimsy ami hollow consolations which 
it makes buhl lo ofler, might wo not 
go back to solar adoration, or, with 
Goethe, to the hollows of Olympus. 


Human Electrotypes. 
M. Kergovatz, a chemist of Brest, 
has proposed a new method of dispos­ 
ing of the human body after death, 
which he considers preferable in every 
way to eitliec burial or cremation. 
His system is an antiseptic one, much 
simpler aud le^s expensive than the 
old process of embalming, and is noth­ 
ing rnoro than a n ‘w galvanoplastie 
application. 
The body is coated with 
a conducting substance, such as plum­ 
bago, or it is bathed with a solution 
of nitrate of silver, 
tho after-decom­ 
position of which, under the influence 
of sunlight, leaves a finely divided de­ 
deposit of metallic silver. 
It is then 
placed in a bath of copuer sulphate, 
and eonuocted for electrolysis witli 
several c«3lls of gravity or other bat­ 
tery of constant current. 
The result 
is that the body is encased in a skin 
of copper, which prevents further 
change of chemical action. 
If desired, 
this may again bo plated with gold or 
silver, according to the taste or wealth 
of tho friends of the dead. 
M. Ker- 
govatz lias 
employed 
tho process 
oleven times on human subjects, ami 
on many animals, aud states that in 
all cases it was perfectly satisfactory. 
In spite, however, of his warm recom­ 
mendation, tho idea is repulsivo. 
It 
seems a mockery to givo pormanence 
to the temple when all that oneo mado 
it valuable is gone,— Scientific Ameri­ 
can.

One of the best known characters in 
Gen. John II. Morgan’s cavalry divis­ 
ion was Parson W 
. 
He was an ex­ 
cellent man anti an excellent soldier 
and his piety was as true as his patriot­ 
ism. 
Still, with all his good qualities, 
the parson was exceedingly eccentric, 
and, perhaps, as opinionated and stub­ 
born a citizen as tlie southern confed­ 
eracy had in her borders. 
He was the most aggressive, the 
licrcest, the most tenacious disputant 
that ever dissected the resolutions of 
’98, or knocked a man down for not 
readily discerning the distinction be­ 
tween “secession” and “co-operation.” 
His sincerity only made him the more 
obstinate. 
On account of his nerve, 
astuteness, large acquaintance in Ken­ 
tucky, aud thorough knowledge of the 
country, he was very frequently sent 
by Gen. Morgan into the state to ob­ 
tain the information required, not only 
to guide his own operations but for the 
use of the army. 
Upon these expedi­ 
tions ho was generally accompanied by 
Ilan Ray, a gallant, splendid fellow, as 
intelligent and nervy as the parson, but 
the soul of good humor. 
Han never 
engaged in argument, except to start 
the parson and gratify his fun-loving 
disposition at the latter’s expense. 
One day they were riding along to­ 
gether, somewhere in southern Ken­ 
tucky, when the conversation turned 
on a practice very prevalent at that 
time among those who “jined the cav­ 
alry,” and, it must be confessed, car­ 
ried to its fullest extent in “Morgan’s 
command.” 
They began to discuss : 
“horse-pressing.” 
Han mildly excus- j 
ed and even advocated it, upon the j 
ground that it was a “ military necessi­ 
ty,” but admitted that it was some­ 
times abused. 
The parson condemned it in toto. 
He would not acknowledge that it 
could be defended or palliated under 
any circumstances. 
He stated that 
Gen. Morgan’s countenance of such a 
practice was the one thing which pre­ 
vented him from entertaining an other­ 
wise unqualified admiration of that of­ 
ficer. 
He said that he prayed daily 
aud nightly that his comrades might 
be forgiven for it, but intimated in 
strong terms th;*t he didn’t believe 
they would be. 
lie concluded by as­ 
serting that it w .s the great national 
sin, on account of which the southern 
confederacy wuu-d be destroyed, if it 
was fated to faii. 
Ray pradeutly let the matter drop, 
inasmuch as the parson had got warm­ 
ed up almost to tne lighting point 
On the next day the parson was com­ 
pelled to have his horse shod, and the 
clumsy smith pricked one hoof so bad 
that the animal in a few hours went 
dead lame. 
This was a serious matter 
under the circumstances, and both 
Han and the parson became very anx­ 
ious and apprehensive. Just when they 
had about concluded to retrace their 
steps to a point far in the rear, where 
the parson might procure a remount— 
a proceeding which would have involv­ 
ed unfortunate and perhaps dangerous 
delay—a well-to-do looking man came 
riding down the road on a remarkably 
fine horse. 
The sight of such a horse 
was enough to make a cavalryman’s 
mouth water, aud reduce a scruple, if 
he had one, to an infinitesimal degree. 
The parson looked, longed, and let 
down. 
It was predestined, he felt, 
that he should have that horse. 
He gracefully opened the prelimina­ 
ry conversation to the “swap” he had 
already determined on by saying: 
“That’s a mighty likely horse you’re 
riding, sir—a mighty likely animal.” 
“ \e s ,” wastho response, 
“he’s a 
right peart nag.” 
“Sound, too, ain’t he? 
Nothing the 
matter with him?” 
“ Well, stranger, he’s sound from hia 
eyes to his hoofs. 
Thar ain’t nothin’ 
soft about him, if I do say it myself.” 
“That’s a good chunk of a horse, 
too,” said the parson, pointing to his 
own. 
“He’s by Henmark, and his dam 
was by Hrennon out of a Whip mare. 
He can go all the gaits when he’s well, 
but a fool of a blacksmith pricked him 
this morning.” 


“Pull his shoes off and let him stand 
in the wet grass.” 
“I haven't got the time. 
1 am en­ 
gaged in the public service and must 
get on rapidly. 
So I’m compelled to 
swap for your horse. 
You can doctor 
this fellow. 
You have leisure, and 
seem to be au intelligent man.” 
“The h—11 you say! 
Well, stranger, 
you’ro tho drunkest man, to hide it so 
well, I ever see.” 
“Hon’t use profane language in my 
presence,” shouted the parson, “ but 
nelp me to shift saddles. 
You’re got- 
tin’ much the best of the trade. 
There 
ain’t such a single-footed walker as my 
horse, that is to say, as your horse— 
.for now he is yours—in all Kentucky. 
Don’t multiply words,” he continued, 
as the other party to tho “swap” still 
protested, “ but climb dow n and shift 
saddles. 
Your horse, there, sir, needs 
attention. 
Take him home and doctor 
him.” 
Aud he enforced obedience by 
drawing an army Colt. 
The bargain was concluded; the par­ 
son mounted his new steed, and the 
pair pushed on. 
After riding some 
miles in silence, Ray remarked, very 
soberly, “I have been pondering what 
you said yesterday, parson, 
about 
horse-pressing, and I’m compelled to 
admit that you were right 
1 am sat­ 
isfied that it can not be defended 
__ 
i * 
or------ 
“Han Ray,” broke in the parson qui­ 
etly, but with very significant empha­ 
sis, “I don’t want to hear you discuss 
a matter you don’t understand. 
Your 
mind hasn’t been trained to consider 
questions of this nature and to draw 
proper distinctions. 
That matter back 
yonder wasn’t a case of ‘horse-press­ 
ing.’ It was a compulsory trade, made 
necessary by the unsettled condition of 
tho times and country, and because the 
laws regulating the making and en­ 
forcements of contracts are rather si­ 
lent just now*. 
I could demonstrate 
this without tho least difficulty to any 
assembly accustomed to the discussion 
of such questions. 
But if you ever al­ 
lude to it again I'll hang in your wool!"

’Possum arc pretty lean yet, but they 
are fatteuiug rapidly, and in a month 
the darkies will begin hunting for 
them, writes a Mahwab, N. J., corre­ 
spondent of the New York >uu. 
Just 
abwve here, across the New York state 
liue, is the gap between the llaverstraw 
aud the Ramapo mountains, through 
which the Erie railway enters the Ram­ 
apo valley. 
There are lots of them in 
the mountains, aud in the Ridge woods, 
to the southwest, they also abound 
On tho rugged sides of the mountains, 
where the laud can not be used, dar­ 
kies have made little clearings and 
built log houses. 
The colored people 
work ou the farms and in the woods 
wherever they can pick up jobs, and 
as it costs them little or nothiug to 
live, they get along comfortably. 
On moonlight nights when the ’pos­ 
sum are fat the darkies are in tho 
woods hunting the animals, 
whoso 
meat is sweet to them. 
The ’possums 
run up the trees, climb out on 
tho 
limbs, twist their tails around them 
and hang head downward. They sleep 
that way when they are in trim." Their 
winter quarters are holes in the rocks 
or hollow trees. 
They roll themselves 
up into balls and live on their own tis­ 
sues until warm weather comes again. 
Tho natives around here say that they 
eat vegetables, fruit, crickets, and, 
when they can find unsuspecting ones 
roosting low, chickens. 
The presence 
in tho woods of ’possum removes sus­ 
picion from the darkies when tho pop­ 
ulation of a henroost hereabouts is de­ 
creased. 
Some of the darkies have dogs to 
hunt the ’possum with, and guns with 
which to shoot them. -Others have 
not, and they arc obliged to depend 
entirely on traps. 
Figure 4 deadfalls 
are used a great deal. 
A big fiat stone 
is secured. 
It is held up iu a slanting 
position by sticks arranged like the 
figure 4, and bailed with an apple. 
When a ’possum nibbles tho apple the 
arrangement of sticks collapses and 
the stone falls on the animal. 
The 
’possum is pinned to the earth, and, if 
the life is not crushed out of it by the 
time the darky gets around to look 
after the trap, it is dispatched with a 
stick. 
Figure 4 deadiulis are easv to 
arrange, and a darky’s luck at hunt­ 
ing ’possura%is largely dependent on 
his industry. 
The ’possums here have a pretty- 
gamy taste. 
To remove this the ani­ 
mal, after its hide is taken off and its 
entrails are removed, is first parboiled. 
Then, if the hunter has a stove, it is 
put in the oven in a pan to roast in its 
own fat. 
When a lot of the fat has 
been tried out potatoes are put iu the 
f an to be cooked with the ’possum, 
f the hunter does not own a stove a 
big wood lire is started. 
When it is 
reduced to coals a hole is dug in the 
glowing mass aud the ’possum is laid 
in it and covered over with ashes and 
embers. 
At the right stage potatoes 
and corn are put in the ashes to roast. 
The darkies of the family sit by the 
fire and wait with yearning anticipa­ 
tion for the time when the ’possum 
can bo drawn out of its hot bed. 
The 
darkies are now cleaning their guns 
and watching deadfall sticks and get­ 
ting ready for the ’possum season. 


Pineapples, known in most countries 
of Europe as ananas, are biennial, with ! 
the habit of an aloe, and came origin- [ 
ally from Brazil. 
In the center of the j 
foliage rises a stem about two feet j 
high, on the upper part of which are 1 
the fiowers, crowded in the shape of a 
conical spike. 
Pineapples, in a strict 
botanical sense, are not fruit, 
but 
clusters of leaves which undergo won­ 
derful changes just before ripening, j 
The leaves greatly enlarge, enclosing J 
the central stem, bracts, calyx, corolla 
and ovary, much like a common mul­ 
berry, though without seeds. 
Pine­ 
apples are of slow growth, but are 
quick to ripen. 
The first ever seen in 
England were sent as a present to 
Oliver CTomwelL The largest canning 
factory for pineapples is at Nassau.

P e a r l s a n d D ia m o n d s . 


A London expert tells me that of old 
the world received each year new dia­ 
monds of about $250,000 in valuo on 
the average. 
Suddenly, from South 
Africa, comes a new' supply, exceeding 
$2?),000,000 worth each year for ten 
years. 
In consequence, the price of 
diamonds has steadily' fallen from $15 
to $3.75 a carat. 
Of course, it is known that when 
they go over a comparatively insignifi­ 
cant number of carats diamonds take a 
leap into the thousands. 
Brazilian 
diamonds are very fine stones, but no 
stones found there, or in the South Af­ 
rican diamond fields, are as lustrous 
and beautiful as the gems in the gala 
decorations of East Indian princes, 
and those which have been obtained in 
India during the past century by con­ 
quest 
and 
purchase. 
These came 
mainly from the mines of Golconda. 
The ex-kheuive of Egypt, Jsmail Pa­ 
sha, is said to have the finest collection 
of diamonds, rubies, and emeralds iu 
the world—aggregating several hun- 
drod thousand dollars in value. Largo 
rubies of a lurid, iustrous red, without 
a blemish, are scarcer than big dia­ 
monds, aud are 
consequently more 
valuable. 
Ex-Queen Isabella, of Spain, is said to 
have the finest pearls iu the world, 
and the unaccountable loss of many of 
the most valuable gems in the Spanish 
crown jewels set the tongues of Span­ 
ish courtiers going. 
King Alfonso, Is­ 
abella’s affectionate 
son, 
probably 
thinks his mamma’s continued absouce 
a pearl beyond price.—New lork Citi­ 
zen.

One of the saddest tales in tho his­ 
tory of invention is that of Eli Whitney 
and the cotton gin. 
Whitney was a 
Massachusetts man, and went to tho 
•South as a school-teacher. 
Like the 
others mentioned, he displayed re­ 
markable invoutivc genius from an 
early age, and was a constant source 
of anxiety to his worthy father, who, 
when he saw him always engaged iu 
making some toy, imagined he was 
never destined to amount to much. 
The invention of the giu was the re­ 
sult of the Southern visit, and of his 
observation of the time lost in separ­ 
ating the seed from the lint. 
To sep­ 
arate a pound was a full day’s work 
for a woman and consequently cotton 
was little used. 
After much labor 
Whitney perfected his machine, but the 
experience of other inventors who had 
generally found the utmost difficulty 
iu introducing their ideas was not his, 
for the people of Georgia had so high 
au appreciation of the value of the in­ 
vention, that they broke into his room 
and stole his models, carrying them off 
and using tho idea to make other ma­ 
chines. 
A number of patents were is­ 
sued, the machines each varying a lit­ 
tle from each other, but all having 
Whitney’s idea, and for the invention 
he never realized anything but law­ 
suits. 
After carrying these on fruit­ 
lessly for a number of years, ho gave 
up the effort to recover either remu­ 
neration or damages, and applied him­ 
self to the invention of machinery to 
make arms for the. government. 
In 
this ho did well, but from his wonder­ 
ful invention, which gave tho South its 
leading industry, lie received little or 
nothing.—St. Louis Globe Democrat.

A number of the residents of Poplar 
street had their fortunes told yester­ 
day, writes a Griffin (Ga.) correspond­ 
ent of the Atlanta Constitution. 
Four

veranda was occupied by the inmates 
of the houses where the gypsies had 
visited, watching them as they visited 
other places.

In the timber belt of Western Wash­ 
ington there are 20,000,000 acres cover­ 
ed with timber, most of which is in­ 
cluded within the limits named—an 
area nearly equal to tho combined areas 
of the states of Connecticut, Massa­ 
chusetts, Vermont and New Hamp­ 
shire.

Malting Macaroni. 


One of the industries carried on in 
the Italian quarter of One Hundred 
and Twelfth street is the innnuf oture 
of macaroni. 
Fifteen workmen are 
employed. 
The work is done in a 
rear room on the second floor. 
When 
a reporter called the other day t it pro­ 
prietor, who is a round-faced N<- poli- 
tan, said: 
“We use tho flour from hard .victor 
wheat, and tho best we can gel 
o f its 
kind. 
We pour tho flour into iiiese 
tubs and put in about one gallon of 
water to thirty pounds of flour. 
We 
do not measure it; the men lot in ;t lit­ 
tle water, and they know when tho 
dough is right.” 
Two men were loaning over the lube 
that had apparently been put into the 
room by the builder for wash-tubs. 
They allowed the water to run slowly 
from the faucets into tho m xture of 
flour, all the time stirring, lilting, 
Eunching, aud pulling it with their 
ands as if death awaited their lirst 
stop to rest. 
“ It is very exhausting work,” said 
tho boss. 
“ When they cau wor* no 
longer two others, who are resting in 
the next room, will take their places. 
They shift as often as every hour some 
days. 
When it is thoroughly mixed 
the dough is kneaded on the table.” 
The table was a big stout one, built 
on the opposite side of the room. 
Two 
long levers projected over it, the ends 
of which were loosely fastened to the 
wall a short distance above the table 
by stout swivels. 
Round blocks, like 
pestles, were suspended under the lev­ 
ers. 
The dough, iu huge batches, was 
placed under the levers, aud then three 
men took hold of each lever, adjusted 
the pestles over the dough, and ituow 
their weight on tiiem. 
They Worked 
tho levers in short arcs or circles, and 
their exertions made a dough at once 
stiff aud hard, and yet withal very 
tough and tenacious. 
"How do you make it into strings?” 
“ That is easy. 
See.” 
Some men were placing a huge ioaf 
of the dough into a vertical copper cyl­ 
inder with a strong screw above it, the 
machine looking something use an old- 
fashioned hand cider-press. 
On top of 
the dough the men placed a piston that 
fit the cylinder nicely, and then they 
ran the screw down ou it. 
They then 
clapped hold of three long levers and 
began to walk around, but they did not 
walk rapidly nor easily. 
When 
tne 
screw began to get a good hold, little 
slender streams of dough shot down 
through small perforations in the bot­ 
tom of tho cylinders. 
As fast as they 
reached a length of two feet or more 
they were cut off by a man who hung 
them over wooden frames aud earned 
them away. 
“ We dry them on those frames eight 
days,” said the boss. 
“ When the air 
is moist we dry them longer- Big holes 
in the cylinders make macaroni; j^tle 
holes vermeeilli. 
Sometimes it is^ill- 
ed thin like a sheet of paper, and cut 
with razors into different shapes. 
Wo 
call tho pieces scmaza dt rneloni, or 
what you call melon seed; capeiletti— 
little hats, and occhi di pernici—part­ 
ridge eye, according to tho shapes. 
These are used to thicken soup, but we 
do not make much of them. 
The mac­ 
aroni has the largest sale, but only 
Italians can cook it. 
It is easy to say 
boil it in pure water, dre^s it with < on­ 
ce . trated meal 
gravy and 
g* ted 
ciieese, and serve it hot, hut \\ i.o can 
do it? 
In Genoa the macaroni 
col­ 
ored with saffron. 
Neapolitans u-«■ on­ 
ly pure Hour and pure water. 
\\ hen 
Neapolitan macaroni is cooked 
an 
Italian it has a very faint grt rush 
tinge. 
In Italy the king, the laz/uruni 
ail cat macaroui everyday. You >.,uiiid 
see them. 
Zobmi, there at the Ium, he 
can swallow a macaroni three feet mng 
and never break it. 
No man can do so 
well in this buiiding. 
If Zobin* were 
in his own country tie would be a fa­ 
mous man, hut he would have ro gravy 
nor cheese w.th las macaroni, so he 
stays here.”—Sew Yoru Sun.

Its Origin anti How it Was ObRrmd in t h e 1 
Various Chnrrhe* in the City. 


Christmas 
is the day on w hich all 
Christian nation celebrate the birth of 
our Savior 
It first began to be observed 
in about the year A. I). 180, although at 
that time there w»s no uniformity in the 
time of its observance, some bolding the 
celebration in April and May and others 
in January. 
Since the fourth century it 
has been custom ary for all branches of 
the church to celebrate Christmas on 
the 25th day of December. 
A m ong the 
causes that co-operated 
in fixing this 
time as tiie proper one was, that almost 
all the heathen nations regarded the w in ­ 
ter solstice as the most important point 
o f the year, and as the beginning o f the 
renewed life and aetivity of the powers 
of nature. 
A t this time of the year the 
ancient Germans held their great Y ule 
feast in commemoration of the return of 
the fiery sun-w heel, and believed that 
during the tw elve nights reaching from 
Dec. 25th to the 6th of January they 
could trace the personal movem ents of 
their deities. 
Many of the belief of the 
old Germans relating to this matter pass­ 
ed from heathendom to Christianity, and 
have partly survived to the present day. 
But the church sought to banish 
this 
deep rooted heathen feeling by adding 
for the purification of the heathen cu s­ 
toms its grandly devised liturgy, besides 
dramatic representations ol the birth of 
Christ, and was partly successful. From 
these dramatic 
representations 
sprang 
the so-called manger songs and Christmas 
carols, and also at a later period the 
Christ trees or Christmas trees, adorned 
with lights, meats and dishes, such as 
Christmas cakes, dumplings, etc. 
Of 
late it has been usual for friends to for­ 
ward to one another, by mail, gaily d ec­ 
orated Christmas cards bearing Christmas 
greetings. 
At the present time the day 
is celebrated by all the churches in » be­ 
fitting manner. 
In the Roman Catholic 
church three masses are performed, one 
at m idnight, one al daybreak and one in 
the morning. 
In most of the Protestant 
churches some sort of a celebration is 
had, generally a Christmas tree for the 
amusement and 
entertainm ent of the 
children, which is usually accom panied 
by appropriate literary exercises and the 
distribution of presents by Santa Claus. 
In Brainerd the old-fashioned Christ­ 
mas was enjoyed at most of the churches, 
and in not a few of the private residences 
o f the city.

4 Branch of the League Organized at a 
Cretin? Held at Mnrray A M a b e ' s 
Hall on TufMlat Nifht. 
As per announcem ent in last week's 
D ispatch a m eeting was held in Murray 
A McCabe's Hall, on Tuesday evening 
and a branch of 
the 
I risk-American 
N ational lon g u e was formally organized, 
w hich was quite well attended by Irish­ 
men and other who are friends of the 
cause 
The m eeting was called to order 
by John Bannon, who briefly stated that 
the object of the meeting was for the 
purpose of organizing a branch of the 
Irish-American 
N ational 
League, the 
object of which was the raising of funds 
to assist Mr. Parnell in Ins struggle to 
secure home rule for Ireland. 
A t the 
conclusion of his remarks Mr. Bannon 
stated that the 
election of temporary 
officers was in order, and on motion Jas. 
Meagher was elected temporary chair­ 
man and II. C. Stivers secretary. 
The 
meeting was then addressed by Mr. J. H. 
Koop, the principal orator of the even­ 
ing, in which Mr. Koop reviewed the 
causes which led to the establishment of 
the league and the work the league had 
to perform. 
He clearly showed to any 
unprejudiced mind how Ireland has been 
wronged in the past, and that nothing 
short of a home parliament and hom e 
rule would satisfy the Irish people in the 
future. 
Mr. Koop spoke very forcibl)’, 
and was frequently interrupted by the 
enthusiastic applause, and at the close 
of his remarks was cheered to the echo. 
A t the 
conclusion 
of 
51r. 
K oop’s 
speech, Mr. H. C. Stivers was called upon 
and made a very good speech indeed, con­ 
sidering that it was entirely extem po­ 
raneous. 
In las address Mr. Stivers e x ­ 
pressed his sym pathy with Ireland iu its 
struggle for home rule, and that he be­ 
lieved in home rule on general principles. 
He cited the immense decrease in p opu ­ 
lation in 
Ireland during tiie two last 
decades, and claimed it was due to the 
“ iron heel of the oppressor.” 
He spoke 
of the ardent love of country w hich is 
characteristic of all Irishmen, and which 
wauld not down at the threats of the 
oppressor. 
During his remarks he said 
that the impression had gotten out that 
the m eeting was called for the individual 
preferment and advancement of some cer­ 
tain persons, w hich he said w as false, 
and that no one could be advanced or 
honored w ithout the consent of the m eet­ 
ing. 
Mr. Stivers became quite eloquent 
at times, and made a very favorable im ­ 
pression upon the audience, who fre­ 
quently encored him. 
A t the conclu­ 
sion of Mr. Stivers’ remarks the chair­ 
man of the m eeting read the circular 
call issued by Patrick Egan, president of 
the N ational 
League, authorizing the 
organization of this branch of the league. 
Calls were made for others who desired 


to speak, hut as there was no response, 
County Auditor Wilson was then called 
upon and expressed his sym pathy with 
the m eeting, and said he would do all 
he could to aid the movement. 
T he 
secretary then explained the manner of 
forming the league, and the expense to 
w hich each member would be liable, to 
meet the running expenses of organiza­ 
tion. 
T he election of permanent officers 
of the league was next in order and re­ 
sulted as follows: 
P resident—Jas. M cagbei. 
V ice-P resident—J. H. Koop. 
Treasurer— Dan. Clark. 
Secretary—J. ■- Wilson. 
Those who deaired to join the league 
then came 
forward and signed their 
names and paid one dollar, w hich, w ith 
the names, w ill be forwarded to the secre­ 
tary of the N ational league and a charter 
for 
their 
organization 
secured. 
The 
m eetiug then adjourned.
